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THE  SCHAEF(F)ERS  AND  THEIH  NAME 


The  name  of  S( c)ha(e )f (f )er  is  said  to  have  been  of  ancient 
German  origin  but  the  exact  meaning  of  the  name  is  not  certain.  It  is 
found  on  the  ancient  German  and  early  American  records  in  the  various 
forms  of  Schaeffer,  Schaefer,  Schaffner,  Shaffner,  Shaver,  Schaffer, 
Schafer,  Shaeffer,  Shaefer,  Shaffer,  Shafer,  and  others,  most  of  which 
are  still  in  more  or  less  general  use,  the  forms  of  Shafer,  Shaffer 
and  Schaffer  being  the  most  frequently  recurrent. 

It  is  said  that  the  emigration  of  German  families  to  America 
in  the  eighteenth  century  was  largely  caused  by  the  wars,  revolutions, 
excessive  taxes  and  oppression  under  which  Europe,  and  particularly 
Germany,  labored  at  that  time.  Over  fifty  thousand  Germans  are  claimed 
to  have  come  to  Pennsylvania  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  eighteenth 
century  and  innumerable  others  came  at  later  dates. 

One  of  the  first  of  the  members  of  this  family  to  join  the 
German  emigration  to  the  New  World  was  one  Casper  Schaeffer,  who 
probably  came  from  the  Palatinate  in  the  English  ship  "Queen  Elizabeth", 
in  1738  and  settled  in  Philadelphia.  He  later  removed  to  Stillwater, 
New  Jersey.  By  his  wife  Catharine  or  Maria  Catrina  Bernhardt  he  is 
said  to  have  had  at  least  four  children,  Peter,  Abraham, Isaac  and 
Margaret. 


Peter,  the  eldest  son  of  the  emigrant  Casper,  was  married 
about  1769  to  Elizabeth  Simpson,  by  whom  he  was  the  father  of  Anna, 
Catharine,  Mary,  Abraham,  Alexander,  Elizabeth,  Isaac,  Margaret,  and 
Simeon. 


Abraham,  second  son  of  the  emigrant  Casper,  was  married  to 
Sarah  Armstrong  in  1781  and  had  issue  by  her  of  ten  children,  Maria 
Catharine,  Sarah,  Casper,  Nathan  Armstrong,  Peter  Bernhardt,  Ephemia 
Wright,  William  A.,  Margaretta  Roy,  Elizabeth  Hannah,  and  Robert  Finley. 

Isaac,  youngest  son  of  the  emigrant  Casper,  married  Martha 
Linn  in  1786  and  their  children  were  the  Reverend  Joseph  Linn,  Archibald 
Stinson,  Margaret,  and  Peter  B. 

Another  early  emigrant  of  this  family  was  Peter  Shaffer,  who 
made  his  home  in  Western  Maryland,  probably  at  Frederick,  before  1784, 

No  record  has  been  found,  however,  of  his  immediate  family. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  eighteenth  century  one  Andrew 
Shafer  resided  at  Sparta,  Penn.,  and  in  1794  married  Magdalena  Gernhardt, 
by  whom  he  had  issue  of  Elizabeth  and  Henry.  He  also  had  an  adopted 
daughter  named  Catharine,  who  was  in  reality  the  orphaned  niece  of  his 
wife . 


Henry,  only  son  of  the  emigrant  Andrew,  first  married  Maria 
Magdalena  Kline,  by  whom  he  had  George,  John,  Barbara,  Anna  Magdalena, 
and  Andrew.  By  his  second  wife  Susanna  Kline,  sister  of  his  first  wife, 
he  had  further  issue  of  a  daughter  named  Angeline  and  possibly  of 
others  as  well. 


» 
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The  descendants  of  these  and  other  branches  of  the  family  in 
America  have  spread  to  practically  every  State  of  the  Union  and  have 
aided  as  much  in  the  growth  of  the  country  as  their  ancestors  aided  in 
the  founding  of  the  nation.  They  have  been  noted  for  their  energy, 
ambition,  industry,  thrift,  piety,  integrity,  resourcefulness,  persever¬ 
ance,  fortitude,  and  courage. 

Among  those  of  the  name  who  fought  as  officers  in  the  War  of 
the  Revolution  were  Major  George,  Lieutenant  Peter,  and  Second  Lieuten¬ 
ant  George  Schaffner,  Schaeffer,  or  Shaffer  (all  three  spellings  found 
on  the  military  records)  of  Pennsylvania,  There  were  also  numerous 
others  in  the  Maryland  forces,  including  John  Shaffer,  Adam  Schaeffer, 
and  also  one  John  Schafer, 

Casper,  Abraham  Peter,  Isaac,  John,  William,  Joseph,  Henry, 
Andrew,  George,  and  Nathan  are  some  of  the  Christian  names  most  highly 
favored  by  the  family  for  its  male  members. 

One  of  the  many  members  of  the  family  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  America  in  more  recent  times  was  Nathan  C,  Schaeffer  of 
Pennsvl vania,  noted  clergyman  and  educator,  who  was  born  in  1849  and 
died  in  1919. 

One  of  the  several  coats-of-arms  of  the  ancient  and  honorable 
family  of  S(c)ha(e )f (f )er  is  described  as  follows: 


Arms  —  "Azure,  a  bend  or,  between 
two  mullets  or  six  points 
argent . " 

Crest  --  "Between  two  wings  expanded 
~  argent,  a  mullet  as  in  the 
arms  • "

Gernert  --  "The  Gernhardt  Family  History",  1904. 
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It  is  not  known  whether  any  of  the  Schaeffers  mentioned  above 
are  among  descendants  of  the  ones  later  referred  to  herein.  The  Schaeffer 
name  seems  to  be  more  or  less  scattered  all  over  Germany.  Rather  complete 
records  are  to  be  found  of  all  old  families,  but  it  would  be  a  big  task 
to  follow  any  particular  one,  as  it  means  a  lot  of  study  and  research, 
and  obstacles  are  found  particularly  during  the  period  of  the  Thirty 
Years  War,  1618  to  1648,  at  which  time  many  records  were  at  different 
times  destroyed  or  very  poorly  kept.  A  lot  of  community  and  church  rec¬ 
ords  are  still  available,  altho  in  many  cases  the  script  is  very  hard  to 
decipher.  It  is  remarkable,  however,  what  accurate  records  may  be  found 
well  preserved  that  extend  back  600  years  and  more. 


LINDENFELS ,  ODENWALD ,  HESSEN  GERMANY 


Founded  in  1336  -  Celebrated  its  six  hundredth  anniversary  in 
1936*  This  is  a  small  town  of  about  1650  population  in  1937,  lying  be¬ 
tween  hills  at  an  elevation  of  about  300  to  400  feet  above  sea  level.  It 
is  located  in  the  heart  of  the  hilly  and  wooded  section  known  as  the 
Odenwald.  This  is  a  beautiful  section  bounded  on  three  sides  by  the  Main, 
Rhein  and  Neckar  Rivers.  It  is  referred  to  as  the  ’’Pearl  of  the  Odenwald”. 
It  originally  was  the  site  of  an  old  castle,  the  ruins  of  which  still 
remain. 


Today,  Lindenfels  is  mostly  known  as  a  health  resort  and  vaca¬ 
tion  spot.  Various  hotels  accommodate  about  five  hundred  visitors.  It 
was  in  this  town  that  George  Adam  Schaeffer  was  born  August  7,  1813,  and 
was  raised  and  married  there  to  Katharine  Berg. 

In  visiting  Lindenfels  May  25th  and  26th,  1937,  I  learned  that 
the  Schaeffer  homestead  in  Lindenfels  has  evidently  been  there  for  hundreds 
of  years.  Part  of  the  walls  of  the  original  building  are  still  in  exist¬ 
ence.  The  house  has  been  rebuilt  and  altered.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
town  informed  me  that  the  site  has  always  been  known  as  the  Schaeffer 
Bakery,  and  today  retains  that  name  and  is  still  used  as  a  bakery  and 
home  by  the  present  occupants.  They  are  not  descendants  of  the  Schaeffer 
family.  No  one  in  Lindenfels  today  carries  this  name. 

In  the  absence  of  a  garage,  I  had  the  unique  experience  of 
storing  my  car  for  keeping  over  night  in  the  old  yard  of  my  ancestors. 

The  gates  into  the  street  are  locked  at  night  and  opened  in  the  morning, 
the  same  as  has,  perhaps,  been  done  for  centuries. 

Upon  our  arrival  in  Lindenfels,  I  first  contacted  the  Reverend 
Karl  Hartmann,  the  present  Minister  of  the  Protestant  Church  there,  and 
with  his  assistance,  found  considerable  data  and  records  of  the  Schaeffer 
family,  which  the  church  had  recorded.  For  similar  data  regarding  my 
Grandmother,  Katharine  Berg,  I  am  indebted  to  Reverend  Schwenk,  the 
present  pastor  of  the  Catholic  Church  there.  Unfortunately,  these  records 
of  the  Berg  family  were  not  available  as  far  back  as  those  of  the  Schaeffer 
family.  They  had  either  been  lost  or  destroyed. 
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The  Reverend  Hartmann  referred  me  to  Philipp  Hechler,  Pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  Hechler  Hotel,  who  advised  me  of  and  accompanied  me  to 
the  residence  of  Frau  Elizabeth  Betzler  living  in  a  nearby  section 
called  Ober  Ostern.  Frau  Betzler  is  a  direct  descendant  of  our  own 
family,  her  Grandmother,  Agnesia  Schaeffer  being  a  sister  of  my  Grand¬ 
father,  George  Adam  Schaeffer,  who  on  January  26,  1846  left  for  America, 
settling  in  Bucyrus ,  Ohio,  U.S.A,  It  is  recorded  in  Germany  that  at 
that  time  a  certain  Adam  Rettig  from  the  town  of  Mitlechtern  near 
Lindenfels,  emigrated  to  America  with  him.  This  Rettig  may  have  been 
some  relative  of  the  Agnesia  Rettig,  nee  Schaeffer  family,  but  this  was 
not  substantiated. 

Anna  Margareta  Schaeffer  born  April  13,  1811,  a  sister  of 
George  Adam  Schaeffer  born  August  7,  1813  was  married  in  Germany  to 
Andreas  Hoffman.  About  1850  they  emigrated  to  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  U.S.A. 
and  temporarily  stopped  with  her  Brother,  George  Adam  Schaeffer.  It 
is  reported  that  there  was  an  epidemic  of  cholera  throughout  the  United 
States  at  that  time,  and  Andreas  Hoffman  arrived  with  his  family  in 
good  health,  but  was  stricken  the  second  day  and  died  almost  instantly. 
The  expense  of  the  trip  to  America  had  taken  most  of  their  money,  and 
the  children  were  more  or  less  placed  in  the  homes  of  friends.  Later, 
the  family  settled  and  centered  mostly  around  Crestline,  Ohio,  thirteen 
miles  East  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  the  Mother  living  the  rest  of  her  days 
there  with  her  children. 

Maria  Elser,  nee  Berg,  a  sister  of  Katharine  Schaeffer,  nee 
Berg  was  the  widow  of  Mr.  Elser,  and  after  his  death  (he  evidently  left 
her  with  some  means)  she  came  to  America,  presumably  to  regain  her 
health,  and  located  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.  She  was  so  pleased  with 
America  that  she  decided  to  stay  here,  and  wrote  to  her  sister  Katharine 
and  invited  her  to  come  to  America  also.  This  is  perhaps,  the  reason 
that  George  Adam  Schaeffer  and  family  emigrated  to  America,  altho  at 
that  time  there  was  a  general  exodus  of  people  from  Germany  to  this 
country.  Just  why  they  selected  Bucyrus,  Ohio  is  not  known.  Mrs  Elser 
was  known  to  all  the  relationship  as  Aunt  "KATTLE".  She  joined  her 
sister  and  family  in  Bucyrus  after  the  Schaeffer  family  arrived  there, 
and  lived  with  them  until  her  death.  She  devoted  the  rest  of  her  life 
as  an  important  member  of  the  family,  and  was  greatly  loved  by  all  the 
nieces  and  nephews  she  helped  to  raise. 

John  Keil,  well  known  in  early  Bucyrus  history  also  came  from 
Lindenfels,  Germany  in  about  the  same  period  that  George  Adam  Schaeffer 
migrated. 


George  Adam  Schaeffer  was  deeply  religious,  a  student  and  a 
constant  reader  of  the  Bible  and  all  German  Literature,  Prose  and  Poetry. 

When  he  arrived  in  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  it  was  a  small  village  on 
the  Columbus,  Sandusky  Turnpike  Road  between  Lake  Erie  and  Columbus. 

The  family  first  lived  in  a  log  cabin  located  on  the  East  Side  of 
Sandusky  Avenue.  Later,  a  brick  house  was  built  at  what  is  now  known 
as  312  and  314  N.  Sandusky  Avenue,  and  this  place  was  used  as  an  Inn  or 
Roadhouse,  and  later  as  a  private  residence.  The  inner  bricks  used  in 
the  brick  house  construction  were  taken  from  the  original,  first  Court 
House  built  in  Crawford  County,  Ohio.  George  Adam  Schaeffer  was  en¬ 
gaged  for  some  time  in  the  Bucyrus  Woolen  Mill  Company  in  addition  to

his  'duties  in  connection  with  the  Inn.  There  must  have  been  considerable 
over  land  travel  about  1850  A.D.  passing  through  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  as  a  few 
years  later  my  Grandfather  Johann  George  Mader  also  settled  in  Bucyrus, 
Ohio  and  he,  too,  built  a  similar  tavern  and  inn  to  accommodate  such 
traffic.  The  later  years  of  Grandfather  Schaeffer* s  life  were  spent 
retired  living  in  the  brick  house  that  he  built.  After  the  death  of  his 
wife,  his  daughter,  Sophia  lived  with  him  until  her  marriage,  and  after 
that  he  lived  with  his  son,  Philip  Schaeffer  in  this  same  home  until  he 
died  July  29,  1892.  The  residence  was  disposed  of  by  the  undersigned  in 
1937,  and  today  is  being  remodeled  again  for  a  hotel,  reverting  back  more 
or  less  to  its  original  purpose. 


The  descendants  of  George  Adam  Schaeffer  are  more  or  less 
scattered  all  over  the  United  States,  and  no  one  by  the  name  of  Schaeffer 
of  this  family  resides  at  Bucyrus,  Ohio  today.  Carrie  Haller  Newman  is 
the  only  direct  descendant  still  living  in  Bucyrus.  John  Peter  Schaeffer, 
Jr.,  son  of  John  Peter  Schaeffer,  Sr.,  living  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  U.S.A. 
and  Arthur  Schaeffer  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  U.S.A. ,  and  Fred  Edward 
Schaeffer  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  U.S.A.,  sons  of  Philip  Schaeffer, 
are  the  only  three  male  descendants  by  the  name  of  Schaeffer  remaining. 
There  are  several  females  of  similar  descendancy,  but  with  different 
names  due  to  marriage.
